Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsecfion of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



Claim 69 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Collier U.S. patent No. 4,485,519. 

Collier teaches a surface sanitizing device with a housed ozone generator that is 
place adjacent the surface of concern that delivers ozone onto that surface. 

Claims 69 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(c) as being clearly anticipated 
by Gurstein et al., U.S. patent No. 5,493,754. 

Gurstein et al., teach a surface sanitizing device with a housed ozone generator 
powered by AC current means which is positioned adjacent the surface in question for 
delivery of ozone thereto. See Fig. 1 elements 80 and 82. 

Claims 69 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated 
by Dhaemers U.S. patent No. 6,134,806.

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Dhaemers teaches a surface sanitizing device with a housed ozone generator 
that is place adjacent the surface of concern that delivers ozone onto that surface which 
is powered with either AC or DC current means. (See column 8, lines 13-25),
